: Conquest, Not Colonization 


\Vherever Germans Go, They Carry 
€ecret and Hostile Designs 
Against Their Neighbors 
Great Britain would never have en- 
gaged in war for the purpose of terri- 
torial aggrandizement. The main con- 
cern of the empire is not extension of 
area but consolidation and develop- 
ment along the line of free self-gov- 
ernment and co-op ‘ration. But it has 
every day become increasingly evident 
that the German menace Wag not con- 
fined to Europe. Wherever Germans 
have gone, whether o.tensibly as col- 
onists or openly as conquerors, they 
have carried with them secret and hos- 
tile designs against their neighbors. 
They spent millions on millions, not 
to render their colonies self-support- 
ing, but to make them bases for ag- 
gressive action. It was al. part and 
parcel of their dream of a _ world 
where Germany would occupy the 
throne and levy tribute from vassal 

nations. 

Nowhere has the mischlevous activ- 
ity of the Germans been more signal- 
ly unveiled than in Africa, where they 
were willingly given an opportunity 
to take their place in the sun. The 
parts of Africa vest suited for white 
settlement had long been pre-emptied 
when they entered the field. But in the 
southwest they ha a territory fura- 
ishing a certaiu opportunity for the 
building up of a real colony. But 
here as in their tropical ana sub-tropl- 
cal possessions on the same. continent 
they pursued the methods o. the plot- 
ter and intriguer rather than those of 


the builder and maker. With complete, 


disregard of the problem offered by 
the large native population, Germany 
compelled them into a condition noth- 
ing removed from slavery and murd- 
ered and plundered at will. In self-de- 
tence the Huropean nations that have 
African possessis. gs must require Ger- 
man withdrawal from that continent. 
—Toronto World.

'Rations for Horses 


Relative Values of the Most Common 
Foodstuffs For Horses 


Like oats, timothy is considered 
by many horsemen indispensable to 
tho best horse rations, but this ,is 
by no means the case. Of the most 
available of the hays, timothy is 
the lowest in digestibie nutrients. Its 
great popularity as a horse feed is 
due to the fact that it is usually 
brighter and freer from dust than 
the other hays, also it is most re- 
lished by the horse. However, either 
clover or alfalfa hays, if fed judi- 
ciously, will make good roughage 
for farm horses. 

Alfalfa nas a nutritive ration of 
about 1.4, that is to say it is very 
high in protein, and about ag high 
in fats and cs vohydrates as tim- 
othy. Beci.use of its high protein 
icontent it has a slightly laxative ef- 
fect, but this may be overcome by 
cutting the alfalfa late in the bloom. 
Under this condition it makes a most 
excellent horse feec for brood mares 
and colts, and it can also be fed with 
great profit to farm work horses 
The horses relish the hay and hold 
their weight, and even gain under 
steady work. They also show as 
much mettle and vitality as though 
they were fed timcthy. 

Clover ig another excellent rough 
age. In fact, many horsemen have 
found it more valuable than timothy 
hay. It has a high nutritive value, 
and is very palatable In a certain 
case a number of horses doing or- 
dinary work were maintained on 
clover for several years without any 
grain allowance. The objections 
raised to clover are that it is usually 
too dusty, and too rich in protein 
for driving horses. For the farm 
work horse, however, when it is well 
made and quite free from dust, it 
makeg a roughage that gives the 
very best of results. 

With some idea in mind of the rel- 
ative values of the most common 
feedstuffs for horses, We are now 
confronted with the economical feed- 
ing of these rations. After all, the 
real deciding factors in choosiug 
feeds for a ration are: Are such feeds 
the most available under my condi- 
tions, and will they give me the best 
results at the least cost. In the 
first place, we must have a certain 
amount of bulk in our ration. This 
is obtained by means of a roughage. 
In the second place, we must have 
the required nutrients to keep up 
the energy of the horses engaged in 
steady labor, and this is supplied by 
the concentrates. 

Practically the most common ra- 
tion for farm working horses con- 
sist of timothy for roughage, and 
oats as the concentrate. Oats is 
almost a balanced ration alone, and 
if clover were mixed with the tim- 
othy a more nearly ideal ration 
would result. The oats need not be 
ground unless the horse is under an 
unusually heavy strain, or has bad 
teeth. 

Also great care should be taken 
to avoid new or musty oats, as they 
are liable to indispose the animal. In 
the feeding of this ration about one 
pound of hay an” one pound of grain 
should be allowed for every 100 
pounds of live weight of the animal. 
To keep the horse in a good healthy 
condition, a warm bran mash should 
be fed with this ration at least once 
a week. Not ony does this bran act 
as a laxative, but it also influences 
the horse’s appetite, by giving a 
variety to the ration. 

Another excellent ration is barley 
and timothy. The barley should be 
rolled if the labor is severe, or the 
teeth bad, otherwise whole barley, 
if soaked before hand, like sats, may 
be fed. 

Alfalfa and clover will prove ex- 
cellent substitutes for timothy hay, 
and may be fed about one pound 
per 100 pounds live weight up to ten 
pounds of hay, when the proportion 
must be lessened because of the high 
protein content of these two feeds. 
The very best roughage obtainable 
ig clover and timothy, which is prob- 
ably the most popular rough-ge tor 
horses on the farm.

Capt. Pequegnat 
Makes Them Much Finer Men 

Because he wag with the ist Field 
Ambulance at the time the first Can- 
adian expéditionary force wag mak- 
ing history‘ at Langemarck, many in 
@ langg audience at the Central Y. 
M.C.A¥ Toronto, expected that Capt. 
Albert’ J. Pequegnat, who has been 
Anvalided home as a result of gas 
emo ing, would have given graphic 
details of that terrible battle. But 
the captain left the telling of the aw- 
fulness of that grim struggle “to the 
heroes whom God Would spare to re- 
turn.” Capt. Pequegnat had come to 
speak of the war, but his story dealt 
mainly with the work of the Y.M.C.A. 
representatives riogy the Canadian 
troops from the time they entered Val- 
cartier until a few weeks ago. Brief- 
ly put, and there was no suggestion 
of egotism, it was a story of selfden- 
ial and heroism of a sort which many 
months back made the Y.M.C.A. of- 
ficers indispensible to the Canadian 
“Tommy.” The morale of the men had 
improved as a result of their work, 
and to be a Christian in warfare, said 
the captain, is a man’s job, and sold- 
iers knelt at their bedsides in pray- 
er morning and night. When the 
war was over many would return 
better men than when they left. It 
was a comparatively easy matter 
now to. get soldiers to think of 
spiritual things. Gathered together, 
they would sing such old songs as 
the “Old Folks at Home” until tears 
would come into their eyes with 
thoughts of loved ones. Then the 
boys were in a mood for a good 
straight talk. To the 12th Rangers, 
Captain Pequegnat paid a high tributyo 
when he said no one could find a bet- 
ter bunch of fellows. Canada had the 
extreme honor to be the first Y.M.C.A. 
to be recognized by the British war of- 
fice and now over 200 military Y.M.C. 
A. officers were with Kitchener's 
army. 

Capt. Pequegnat, in describing the 
trenches at the front, could not very 
well escape touching on what he call- 
ed “the other side.’ He _ pictured 
himself, his heart quaking as bullets 
kicked up dust here and there around 
him as he walked, proceeding one 
night to a double row of trenches 
from which the Germans had that 
morning been driven. Even the solace 
of his guide that it would only be a 
chance shot which might get him, 
wag of little comfort. In the second 
German trench were bodies of Ger- 
mans and many British, and it was 
here the captain relieved a dead Ger- 
man officer of his helmet, which he 
kept as a souvenir. Sixty yards ia 
front was the first line of the advanc- 
ing British trenches, and twenty-five 
further on the German trenches. The 
Huns were then striving to drive 
back the Britishers, and between the 
two trenches were bodies of dead of 
both sides. When night came Brit- 
ish soldiers crawled on hands and 
knees and with hooks on poles risked 
their lives in dragging in their deat 
and wounded comrades. That the 
Germans had used the bodies of their 
own. slain as barricades there was no 
doubt, and, said the captain, the 
German soldiers are fit for anything. 

Capt. Pequegnat was on the field of 
Langemarck. The captain was among 
those who ministered to the Canadians 
after the battle, and to one touching 
incident he made reference. Lance- 
Corporal Occomore, of the 48th High- 
landers, killed by gas, died in his 
arms. To a parish priest he applied 
for a spot in the graveyard of the vil- 
lage church in.which to bury the Can- 
adian soldier. The priest, without the 
least hesitation, told the captain he 
could have as much ground as he 
wanted for the Canadian dead, and 
promised that their graves would be 
tended forever. Such was the fame 
Canadian soldiers had earned for 
themselves on the battlefield. 


To Spend $24,000,000 
Feeding the Civilians 


French Chamber ‘Passes Bill Provid- 
ing For Purchase of Wheat and 
Flour 


The French chamber of deputies has 
passed a bill carrying an appropria- 
tion of $24,000,000 to be used in the 
purchase of wheat and flour for feed- 
ing the civil population. The limit of 
such purchases is fixed at 209,000,000 
francs. 

The bill authorizes prefects under 
the control of the mimister of com- 
merce to requisition wheat and flour 
in France, and enpowers the minister 
of commerce to make purchases in the 
colonies or abroad and to distribute 
supplies according to the needs. The 
measure also creates an advisory com- 
mittee. 

The new under secretary of war, 
Joseph Thierry, who is called minister 
of aupplies,” speaking in favor of the 
bill, frankly admitted that there had 
been waste and disorganization in pur- 
chasing army supplies, but he assured 
the chamber that re-organization was 
well under way. 

An attempt by the Socialists to in- 
ject a rider creating a government 
monopoly of grain, was defeated by 
a vote of 364 to 138. 


A tight old citizen in a country vil- 
lage, on having a subscription list 
panded him toward purchasing a new 
hearse for the place, thus excused 
himself:

Vast Sum Spent by Russians 


Rapid Growth of the Red Cross Since 
War Began 


It is not too much to say that the 
Official recognition of the Red Cross 
as an international association was 
due principally to the active sup- 
port of the Russian government. The 
idea of universal charfty and the 
brotherhood of man in the presence 
of suffering is an idea peculiarly at- 
tractive to “the Russian tempera- 
ment. Russian literature, as is -well 
known, is essentialy a literature of 
humanitarianism and gympathy. Ali 
the great Russian writers, such as 
Tolftoi, Dostoieffsky, and Turgeniev, 
are apostles of mercy. 

Certain phases of Russian official 
history have shown a different ten- 
dency, but beginning with the en- 
lightened Alexanaer I, Russian court 
circles from the commencement of 
the last century have given effective 
support to all schemes of interna- 
tional relief work. Before Florence 
Nightingale, Russian sisters of char- 
ity were at work on the battlefields 
ot the Crimea. Russia assisted the 
Swiss Dunant to found the Interna- 
tional Red Cross, and there has 
been no war since then to which the 
Russian Red Cross has not sent its 
doctors and its white-robed sisters. 
Serbia, Bulgaria, Montenegro, 
Greece, Abyssinia, the Transvaal, 
China, all can bear witness to Rus- 
sian humanitarianism. 

At the beginning of the war the 
Russian Red Cross established 48 
base hospitals, 37 stationary hospi- 
tals, and 33 fleld ambulances with a 
capacity of 13,000 teds. Two months 
later the number of beds had increas- 
ed to 35,000 divided amongst 177 hos- 
pitals. To this were added 6 motor 
ambulance detachments, 6 X-ray es- 
tablishments, 2 hogpital trains, and 65 
field dressing stations. The personnel 
now comprisey 766 doctors and sur- 
geons, 483 medica: students, 2,635 
nurses and 10,000 litter bearers. In 
addition the Russian Red Cross has 
put over 4,000 sisters at the disposal 
of the minister of war. 

The amount of money disbursed 
amounts to nearly $25,000,000. In 
fact, expenses have exceeded re- 
ceipts, and the deficit has had to bo 
covered by a bank loan on Red Cross 
security. 

Other organizations ~ in 
have also contributec t- the 
of relief. The municipalities 
provincial Zemstvoes have been 
especially active in this respect. The 
municipal unions, representing 385 
cities, is maintaining 53,000 beds, 12 
hospital trains, and 120 food depots 
for 450,000 wounded. The union of 
Zemtvoes is keeping up 175,000 beds, 
has contributed 17,000,000 shirts, 
2,000,000 socks and has expended 
$13,000,000 in tne purchase of linen 
and other Red Cross material.

who will say that they were with- 
out excuse in their reasoning or that 


they were wholly wrong? The war 
soon revealea the joints in our 
armor—military, social and indus- 


trial—and the long strain has made 
some of them gape so wide that it 
has seemed elmost ag if the armor 
itself would lose all power of pro- 
tection. Most thinking Britons knew 
that the faults were there, but they 
trusted that the general soundness 
and good sense of the people would 
carry them through, little guessing 
how enormous would be the pressure 
to which they were to be subjected.— 
London Daily Telegrapl.

Excellent Results Secured, but Precau- 
tlons Against Weeds is Required 
Reports from various cities and 

towns in Canad. as to the cultivation 

of vacant lots indicate that the cam- 
paign inaugurated jast spring for 
greater proaucticn énd more extensive 
use of vacant iand has been a success, 
several cities have handled the vacant 
.ot problem in a systematic manner, 
and huve secured tesults commensur- 
ate to the amount of energy expended. 
some, by allowing interest to lag, 
dave been only partially successtul. 
in Others, also, circumstances militat- 
ed against success in that anemploy- 
ed men took up the cultivation of vac- 
ant 1ots, and, upon securing empioy- 
ment, neglecter them. On tne whole, 
however, the movement can be re- 
garded as a distinct success. No esti- 
mate of the value of the product i3 
available, but, judging from the en- 
thusiasm of some of the vacant lot 
gardeners, the total value is large. 
There is one danger from the vacauat 
lot garden, however, to which atten- 
tion must be drawn, namely, th2 
growth of noxious weeds in thu newly 
cultivated land. Too often, on the re- 
moval of the crop, the ground is given 
over to the’ weeds. Organizations 
handling the vacant tot work should 
give the matter of weed destruction 
early attention; otherwise, the lots 
will not only prove a menace to the 
land in the vicinity by the spread of 
weed seeds, but create antagonism to 
the movement on the part of the cc- 
cupierg of the neighboring land. 


MADE IN CANADA 


Superstitions. in Serbia 


Mafy Curious Customs Practiced in 
Serbian Villages 


It is not surprising to learn that the 
plucky Serbian s0luiers carry on to 
une battietietu all manne> of curious 
mascots, for our smallest Allies are a 
very superstitious race. In the Ser- 
biun vViluages tne inhabitants practice 
many curious customs by means of 
which they urmiy believe that they 
can ward off evil and bring for them- 
selves good fortune. At certain sea- 
sons o1 the year Serbian farmers 
make small crosses with special trees 
and throw thom on the vineyards and 
fields as a protection against hail- 
storms. This custom is generally ob- 
served on April 24, St. George’s Day, 
when Serbian ladies also evoke the 
aid of charms as a means of improy- 
ing their looks.. The girl who wish>s 
a white face places a pouquet of flow- 
ers under a white rose tree and allows 
it to remain there for a night; where- 
as those who prefer rosy che@eks place 
blooms under a red rose tree and in 
the morning the flowers thus “charm- 
ed” are thrown into their baths. 

Serbian women who wish to have re- 
vealed to them their destined hus- 
bands have a curious supper table 
custom. They put aside the first 
and jiast crumbs of bread, Lind thess 
together with a piece of wood, and ley 
the. whole under their pillows. The 
future husband is then said to appea’ 
in their midn:ght dreams, and as he 
may be across the sea the piece of 
wood is included in tne charm to serve 
him for a boat. 

In some Serbian districts every mas- 
ter of household drives a lamb to 
church one day each year, A wax tap- 
er is lighted and fastened t the head 
of the animal, and it is taken to the 
church door. The priest then recites 
a prayer ove. the lamb, in which he 
asks that the business of the owner 
may prosper. At the conclusion of the 


[ceremony the animcl is killed, its flesh 


being roasted and eaten by the own- 
er’s family, whilst the skin is pre- 
sented to the priest. 

The Serbiars are very superstitious 
over .nimals, and they have a practice 
of forecasting the futuro by means of 
the shoulder pone of a roasted sheep 
or pig. The flat part of the bone is 
said to predict peace or war; if clear, 
and white, peace; if rather dark, war. 
Near the upper part of the bone are 
some small Loles which, according ‘> 
their size and position, are termed 
“cradles” or “coffins,” and foreshado» 
jor or sorrow. 

On the eve of <t. Barbara’s Day in 
Serbia it is a vustom to boil e smal 
portion of every species of grain in a 
pot over a -vood fire. In the morn- 
ing the surface of the graia is criti- 
cally examined, and should it be un- 
even it is thought a good omen. The 
grain is then thrown in :poonfuls into 
a neighbori.g stream, and if threo 
wishes are asked for they are always 
said to be granted.—Tit-Bits.

“Gen, Frenea’s speech, to us has 
greatly cheered everybody. Address- 
ing the Canadian Cavalry Brigade the 
general sad: 

“I .m very slad of the opportunity 
to come here this morning, because 
I want to tell you how very highly 
I appreciate all the services you have 
rendered. All the troops from Can- 
ada have shown % very magnificent 
example to the whole empire in vol- 
unteering to come here. Ia doing 
s0 you performed perhaps the great- 
est service of all, that of rivetting to- 
gether the bonds that bind our great 
empire, bond. that can never bs 
severed. 

“Surely in this great service of the 
Overseas Dominions, at the head of 
them all comes Canada. I wish to 
express my appreciation of the splen- 
did manner in which you responded 
to the call early in the year when you 
arrived from wngland, and the tre- 
Mendous losses’ suffered by this 
Canadian cavalry brigade by giving 
up your horses and coming out here 
to serve. 

“*The third great service you have 
rendered is the greatest since you 
have been here, namely the promin- 
ent part you took in the pattle of 
Festubert, where we not only gained 
considerable ground, bout captured a 
large quantity of material. Then at 
Givenchy you kept up the same fight- 
ing record, and up to a few days ago 
you have been doing very hard work 
in the trenches. 

“‘T take this opportunity of express- 
ing to Col. Seely my great apprecia- 
tion of his fine work. On many oc- 
casions he gave mu most valuable in- 
formation, and never spared himself. 
My personal thanks are due to him. 

“It is not the first time I have 
been with the Canadian cavalry. I 
wag with them five or six years 
ago; and little thought that the next 
time I should be talking to them 
would be here.

“One special word I wish to say 
on a subject that has come to mr 
knowledge.

I am most 
anxious to see you mounted as cav- 
alry, but the time has not yet come. 
Whenever that time does come, then 
I will gee wha: fine cavalry soldiers 
you are. I am quite confident that 
whatever you are called upon to co 
in the future will be nobly carried 
out. Your records will go down to 
posterity as one of.the most splen- 
did in English history.

my most grateful thanks for the

Bulgaria’s Aid 


Could Put Over 300,000 Soldiers in the 
Field 

In refusing to allow Germany and 
Austria to send munitions of war 
through Roumania to ‘lurkey the Rou- 
Manian government gave strong proof 
of its friendly attitude towards Great 
Britain and er allies. This has now 
been followed by similar action on ths 
part of Bulgaria, King Ferdinand hav- 
ng assented to a ministerial decree a 
few days ago forbidding the passage 
of war supplies to ‘lurkey through his 
country. Viewed in the light of Prem- 
jer Asquith’s outspoken remarks in 
the house of commons to the effect 
Great Britain was preparing to give 
unancial assistance to one or more 
neutral countries which were likely to 
be drawn still closer to the allies, this 
step by the two Balkan states is high- 
ly significant. 

Military observers agree’ that no 
harder blow has been struck at Tur- 
key than this cutting off of her sup- 
plies, and the prediction is made that 
Austria will attempt to force a pass- 
age to the Turkish border. Such an 
effort would result in disaster to tle 
enemy, for the slightest offense in this 
direction would bring a declaration of 
war from both Bulgaria and Rou- 
mania. It will not be surprising if 
}these nationg lose little time in enter- 


ing the coitiict anyway, for it must 
|be plain to them now that their only 
{hope of gain is in actively opposing 


the Teutons und their ally. There is 
every indication that the newly elect- 
ed parliament of Greec> looks at it in 
that way, so far as Greece is concern- 
ed, and its attitude undoubtedly is 
Laving a tremendous influence with 
Roumania and Bulgaria. The latter, 
military observers believe, will throw 

its lot with the allies in spite of ccr- 
tain railway concessions that Turkey 
is reported to have made to the Bul- 
garian government. 

If Bulgaria should enter the war on 
the side of the allics it would be ina 
position to put between 300,000 and 
400,000 first class soldiers in the field 
While the populetion is only 4,400,000, 
about 2,600,00 less than that of Rou- 
mania, a very lcerge proportion of the 
male population is trained to fight an 
the women are ready to take the 
places of the met in all-kinds of domes- 
tic work. The Bulgarian navy, of 
course, is of little importance, as it 
consists only of a torpedu boat or two 
and a few small steamers. But it 
would not be the military strength of 
Bulgaria that wouk. mean so much to 
the allies it would be the ease wit 
which allied forces could pass over 
Bulgarian territory to the Dardanelles 
that would count most.

Non-Agricultural Lands 


PreSent Waste Land Should be Utiliz: 
ed For Growth of Timber 
Optimistic as. We have been in tha 
country, We seom to have been unable 
to see any value worth caring for in 
our non-agricultura: lands. Our vision 
was broad enough years ago, when 
we heard of agricultural lands in the 
Peace River Valley, to recognize that 
such lands, while unused at the time, 
would within a decade or two grow 
crops and support a population. We 
may look across the futur. to the time 
when our far northern mineral de- 
posits, thougi. inaccessible and incap- 
able of development at present, will 
develop centres of industry. But we 
travel daily across the nvn-agricul- 
tural, logged areas and purned-over 
lands which surround many of our 
most densely gettled communities and 
lie across our transcontinental — rail- 
ways and we see in such lands no as- 
set. This attitude is poth dangerous 
and unfair to the country. We must 
realize that our present gtands of me 
chantable timber cannot support our 


growing industries indefinitely. The 
growing Ameritan demand for fores> 
products, to which in a very few de- 
j}cades will be addea . much greater 
market in Furope than now exists, wiil 
very rapidly wipe out our eastern mer- 
chantable forests.

Among Other Recommendations ‘®% 
Said to Destroy Canada Thistle 
Curse 
Alfalfa is pot a cur-a.l. It wilk 
not cure all the ills to which man- 
kind ig heir, but it is making quite 
a record as a remedy for a number 
of trying conditions. It assurediy 
will gieatly improve’ impoverished 
soils. It will lessen the evil of 
spending farm earned money for 
nitrogenous feeds. It will cure the 
trouble that comes from feeding un- 
balanced rations. It will cure the 
mental habit of believing that only 
one crop a year may be taken frem 
the ground. It will cure the expei- 
diture of thousands of dollars for 
nitrogen. Recently it was averred 
that the tincture of alfalfa would 
cure the blues. Wheth.: that is 
true or not, most cases of blues 
come from a_ flat pocket book, 
or at least the cerulean hue is much 
mitigated by the rosy glow of a cash 
bank balance, such as results from 8 to 
5 tons of hay to the acre And now 
comes cumulstive evidence that alfalfa 
will cure the Canada thistle curse. 
No little space is annually given in 
farm papers to alleged remedies for 
this widely distributed weed troubie, 
but no one has yet been devised 
which is more effective and more 
profitable than an alfalfa field secd- 
ed over the thistle patch. We know 
it is a sure cure. It is sometimes 
impossible to get the men after the 


thistles with scytne or icower, but 
ths meadow must be mowed, and 
continuous cutting, together with 
the smother'ng of the thickly 
annoying plants, will finish that 
annoying field pest.—Breeders’ Ga- 


zette.

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The Past Year’s 
Patriotic Record 


The record of the past twelve months 
in patriotic giving is one of which Cana- 
da may be justly proud. Upwards of five 
million dollars have been turned in to 
the Patriotic Fund during the first year 
of the war. There is hardly a commun- 
ity in the Dominion that has not assum- 
ed some share in this great undertaking. 
True, the recognition of the responsibil- 
ity has varied greatly. Some districts 
and many individuals have taxed them- 
selves heavily, while others have endea- 
vored to escape with a minimum contri- 
bution. At first there was a tendency 
on the part of certain localities to up- 
hold the doctrine of purely local reapon- 
sibility. ‘‘We will look after our own, 
let others-do the same,’’ was their mot- 
to, Had this'been the general practice 
throughout Canada, there would have 
been, before the first year of the war had 
come to an end, communities in) which 
either the suldiers’ dependents would 
have been compelled to subsist without 
assistance, or a burden would have been 
assumed by the people almost beyond | 
‘their means, For example, the Province 
of Alberta, from which there have en- 
listed about 15,600 men, or one man_ to 
every twenty-five inhabitants of the Pro- 
vinee, haying to carry a burden of near- 
ly 3,500 soldiers’ families, would have 
had to provide $75,000 per month to 
meet their needs, while on other com- 


munities, at present more able to bear so 
heavy a financial load than this loyal 
Province, would have rested but a light 
obligation. — It has been the privilege of 
the national Fund, during the past year, 
to assist Communities that were ‘long 
on patriotism, and short on cash,’’ and 
we have been able to do this through the 
generosity of other communities, whose

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH WEST 
LAND REGULATIONS 


4 hier sole head of a family, or any male over 
18 years old, may homestead a quarter- 
section of available Dominion land in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan or Alberta. The applicant must 
appear in person at the Dominion Lands Ageucy 
or Sub-Agency for the District, Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lands Agency 
(but not Sub-Agency), on certain conditions, 

Duties—Six monthly residence upon and culti- 
vation of the land in each of three years. A 
' omesteader may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 acres, on 
certain conditions. A habitable house is re- 
quired except where residence is performed 
in the vicinity, 

In certain districts a homesteader in good 
standing may pre-empt a quarter-section along- 
side his homestead, rice $3.00 per acre. 

Daties—Six months residence in each of three 

Hyears after earning homestead patent; also 50 
acres extra cultivation. Pre-emption patent 
may be obtained as soon as homestead patent 
on certain conditions, 

A settler who has exhausted his homestead 
tight may take a purchased homestead in cert- 
ain districts, Price, $8 per acre. Daties—Must 
reside six months in each of three years, culti- 
vate 50 acres nnd erect a house worth $300, 

The area of cultivation is subject to redue- 
tion in case of rough, scrubby or stony land. 
Live stock may be substitu for cultivation 
under certain conditions,

Poison Match 


The White Phosphorus Act Passed for 
the Protection of Workers 


“The match trade is passing 
through a crisis in its history, and the 
changes involved in the manufacture 
of matches in Canada by the passing 
of the ‘White Phosphorus Act'—wnhich 
became operative cn Ist Jan. of this 
year—are the greatest yet known in 
that trade,” remarked a wholesale 
dealer to the Star. 

“It may be of interest to trace the 
development of the match from the 
long by-gone days, when matches were 
So rare and expensive that only a few 
were used upon the highest occasions 
in the parlor or best room of the 
house, and they thus -become known 
as ‘Parlor’ matches. Long before the 
invention and introduction of matches, 
the red Indiang on this side of the At- 
lantic obtained flame by friction, rub- 
bing two pieces of hard wood to- 
gether; whilc our forefathers in the 
old land used for th, same purpose, 
flint, steel and a tinder box. Sparks 
from the flint were directed into the 
tinder and then blown to a flame. 
Tinder was simply partly burnt linen 
rags, and was always contained in a 
tin box. It was a very primitive pro- 
cess, but all lighting anc heating ap- 
pliances of those days were primitive. 
Fires in the homes of North Britain 
were allowec to go out only once a 
year, on the eve of All Hallows or 
‘Hallow E’en.’ 

“Hallow E’en,’ which fs still ob- 
served in many districts there, is be- 
lieved to be a relic of the ancient 
Druids—the priests going their rounds 
on that eve and rekindling the fires 
in the homes with fire from a sacred 
vessel. This ceremony also had the 
virtue of keeping ‘witches’ at bay for 
the ensuing year. Fires vere of peat 
and wood and were built upon the 
open hearth, and damped down night- 
ly with ashes, and kept alive till next 
L orning. 

“Many people are still alive who 
remember the ‘puir man’ and the ‘oily 
cruisil.. The former was a piece of 
cleft iron stuck in a wooden prop 4 or 
5 feet and it held a piece of burn- 
ing resinous wood, which __ fitfully 
lighted a very limited circle. It was 
named the ‘puir mar’ because it took 
the place of the tramp who, before its 
invention, held aloft the torch, and 
was afterwards rewarced by getting 
his own supper in the dark. The ‘oily 
cruisil’ was a step in advance of the 
‘puir man’ and was_ two iron shells 
on an iron stem; the upper shells held 
\a supply of fish oil, while a strip of 
rag or the pit: of rush served fora 
wick. The flame was steady, but 
smoky, faint and ofte. ‘smelly.’ It is, 
however, the evolution of the match 
we are tracing, and it first came into 
use about chese times. 

“The first matches offerea for saie 
in North Britain were rough splints 
of resinous wood dipped in sulphur. 
They were packed 12 in a wooden 
cylinder along with a sirip of very 
coarse sandpaper and retailed at one 
penny, or two cents per box. To oper- 
ate them the sandpaper was held firm- 
ly between the finger and thumb of 
one hand, the head of the match was 
inserted between its folds, then drawn 
sharply out with the other hand, and 
with a splutter, a loud = crackling 
noise and horrible sulphurous fumes, 
a flame was obtained. The whole pro- 
cess was considered so ‘fearful and 
wonderful’ that no suitable name for 
th match could be found outside the 
infernal regions, and it was named 
the ‘lucifer’ match. The extraordinary 
development of the match will thus 
readily be realized, when today 600 
silent, parlor matches, all absolutely 
perfect and contaired in a neat and 
artistic fibre box, are retailed at tive 
cents, or 1 cent per 100. 

“It is generally conceded that this 
match holds the first place for qual- 
ity. It is double-tipped and thus safe 
from ignition, unless the very tip 8 
subjected to friction. It is impreg- 
nated to eliminate after-glow, and is 
the result of many years of infinite 
care, thought and ingenuity to say 
nothing of tte thousands of dollars 
spent in its producti n. 

“How then does the passing of the 
white phosphorus act affect these 
matches? In ell the best matches 
manufactured prior to Jan., 1915, the 
tip of the match contained phosphorus 
in its composition and the result was 
a really fine match—smooth, silent, ef- 
fective, and as near to perfection as 
skill could bring it. Since that date, 
lLowever, the use of phosphorus is pro- 
hibited in the factory, although exist- 
ing stocks of phosy ‘orus' matches 
may be cleared by both wholesale and 
retail matches during the present 
year. The new non-polsonous match 
is equally good of course and strikes 
equally well upon ny rough surface, 
although it is muc. less sensitive t- 
friction when gtruck upon cloth. This 
feature of the case is all-important 
ag a large proportion of all matches 
used are struck by smokers and others 
on a leg of the panta. The new match 
will not readily strike there; more- 
over every stroke of the match leaves 
an ugly mark and the practice, if 
continued, soon destroys the fabric 
altogether. 

“Smokers ought, therefore, to use 
small pocket boxes containing 60 to 
100 matches, and as these boxes are 
well provided with a striker, the dif- 
ficulties of the situation disappear at 
once. This course would be the sal- 
vation of the pants; would save the 
absolutely innocent grocer many bit- 
ter and unreasonable complaints; and 
would effectually preven* many ex- 
cellent matches being lost by their 
heads flying off when tsruck savagely 
upon the pants. 

“The White Phosphorus Act was 
passed for the protection of the work- 
ers in match factories. In the course 
of their duties they constantly breath- 
ed the fumes of phosphorus, and in a 
few years, at the farthest, they had 


to give up this work or become af. , 
fected by necrosis—commonly cailed | 


‘fossy jaw’—a very painful and loath- 
some disease of the bohes antecedent 
to the nostrils and mouth. 

“Seeing then that the benefit com- 
ing—in the train of the white phos- 
phorus act—to the thousands employ- 
ed at match making, and so greg, the 
public surely will not demur at a 
slight inconvenience for'a time. The 
inconvenience will only be temporary 
—for highly skilled experts are work- 
ing constantly tc bring the new non- 
poisonous match up to the standard 
of its’ predecessor, and soon it will be 
‘as before’ in every respect 
also be remembered that against the 
enormous costs incurred im gerfectine 
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the new match, manufacturers get no 
return whatever, and they are en- 
titled to some consideration meantime 
upon that score. There is no hope of 
outside help in the matter as the white 
phosphorus act also prohibits the im- 
portation of matches containing phos- 
phorus into Canada. So we must 
meekly wait for the perfecting of the 
new match cr go back to the days and 
methods of the Druids and carry a 
live coal in a metal pot for lighting 
purposes.”

For Returned Soldiers 


Veterans Will Be Encouraged to Settle 
on Farm Land Afte: War is Over 
The question of arranging to place 

soldiers on land in Canada alter the 

war will shortly be taken up by the 
federal authorities. In England an in- 
fluential committee is considering 
how best to provide mployment for 
th» returned soldiers when the war is 
over and when the readjustment per- 
iod is liable to cause some confusion. 

The large number of men who are 

killed or disabled will deplete the 

runoks of the work-rs to some extent 
and make it less difficult for the oth- 

ers to obtain employment. The imml- 

gration of British soldiers is therefore 

not likely te be so heavy as might 
| otherwise be expected; however, quite 

a number will no doubt come to Can- 

ada, which will welcome those who 

are liable to prove successful on the 
land. 

While no plang have been made yet, 
there is a possibility that they may 
be made to settle not only in the 
prairie provinces, but also in Ontario 
and Quebec, as well as in the Maritime 
Provinces and_ British Columbia, 
where the ready-made farm policy has 
been adopted with some success. 
There is a movement on foot now to 
have settlers located on ready-made 
farms in Ontario and Quebec in the 
fertile pelt traversed »y the National 
Transcontinental.

In addressing the reichstag, the 
German chancellor, Von Bethmann- 
Hollweg, referred to the recent vic- 
tories of the kaisers armies in Rus- 
sian Poland. In part he said: “The 
present occupation of the Polish east 
frontier ig the beginning of an evolu- 
tion which will lead the country, freed 
from the Russian yoke, towards a 
brighter future, in wh.cn she will be 
able to develop and cultivate her na- 
tional character.

Banff and Lake Louise Attracted Un- 
usual Number of Americans 

Back in Montreal from the west, 
Mr. J. M. Gibbon, general publicity 
agent of the C.P.R., has an inspiring 
story to tell of the tourist traffic in 
the C.P.R. resorts in the Rockies and 
the phenomenal crop in the prairie 
provinces.

“Many whom I talked to confessed 
that their visit to Canada had con- 
verted them from indifference to ar- 
dent sympathy with the cause of the 
Allies. They had read Canadian 
papers on the trains and in the hotels, 


they had met and learned to like 
Canadian people and Canadian ways 
and they had felt a brotherly affec- 


tion for the fine fellows they saw in 
khaki uniform wherever they went. 
This tourist invasion of the Canadian 
Rockies will mean at least fifty theu- 
sand lew real friends for Canada in 
the United States. 

“The visitors this year {include many 
leaders of American society, members 
of the old families of Boston, Philadel- 
phia and New York, and prominent 
merchants, lawyers and politicians 
from the Middle West. Maude Adams, 
the actress, spent a month at Lake 
Louise, and the golf course at Banff is 
now @ recognized social rendezvous, 

“In spite of the vast expenditures 
made by the C.P.R. on tne mountein 
hotels and de Juxe equipment of trains 
during the past three years in antici- 
pation of this year’s travel, the result 
shows that not one cent too much has 
been spént, for both hotels and trair 
have been taxed to capacity. At Laka 
Louise on several evenings over 
thousand dinners }ave’ been served. 
The close co-operation between the 
train and hotel service enabled every 
traveler, however little forethought he 
had taken in the way of advance re- 
servations, to find a comfortable bed. 
As for the dining car service, there 
Was not one I met who did not take 
his hat off to the C.P.R. The new 

i.etetic blended menus’ seemed to 
catch the fancy of the American tour- 
ist and excited much favorable com- 
ment.” 

Mr. Gibbon travelled over two new 
branch lines operated by the C.P.R.

Tourists in Rockies!Machine Guns 


Are Effective 


Germans Are Using 40,000 of These 
Weapons 


Discussing machine guns the Army 
and Navy Gazette says: ‘Some en- 
thusiastic statistician hag estimated 
that on the German front, from the 
channel to the borders of Switzerland, 
we and our allies now are confronted 
by some 40,000 machine guns of differ- 
ent models. This means that there is 
rather more than one machine gun for 
every forty men, taking the enemy's 
number in the west at one and a half 
million, or one machine gun for every 
twenty-five yards of front. We have 
no means of knowing whether this es- 
timate is or is not substantially cor- 
rect but we do know that Germany 
entered upon the war with a more 
correct idea than any of her opponents 
then possessed of the possibilities of 
these guns under certain 
of warfare, with a much larger num- 


ber of them per thousand bayonets | 


than either the British or the French 
had, and with :n enormous reserve 
in Germany gradually transferred to 
advanced baseg at convenient places 
along the front 

“In the April number of Cornhill 
there was a very illuminating ar- 
ticle on ‘German machine guns in the 
trenches,’ and in the introduction to 
this contributed by Lord Sydenham, 
he enumerated several surprises 
which the enemy had prepared for 
British undoing, and while pointing 
out how man, of these had failed in 
whole or in part to produce the moral 
and material results which had been 
hoped for, he was compelled to admit 
that in the handling and tactics of 


machine guns, however, the Germans | 


had been under no delusion when they 
had elevated these weapons almost 
into a new arm. They have employed 
these guns in very large numbers and 
with great effect, and since the Ger- 
man retreat ceased on the Aisne and 
the lung protracted phase of trench 
warfare began, machine guns have 
been so used as to inflict upon us 
very heavy losses anc to bring to a 
standstill some of our most carefully 
prepared anc boldly excuted at- 
tacks. 

“Since the cessation of the war in 
the far east the Germans have made 
a special study equally of the mech- 
anics and of the tactics of the mach- 
ine gun; they introduced a very light 
model of the weapon and they en- 
trusted the handling of it to experts. 
They have used it for high-class snip- 


{ng, both by day and by night; they | 


have eemployed machine guns to enfil- 
ade their first line trenches, so as to 
wipe out attacks which may overwhelm 
its defenders; they have used them in 
concealment in rear ,and with great 
boldness well to the front in the firing 
lines; while in the offensive-defensive 


the guns have been used to produce | 


the fire effect of large reinforcements 
at critical moments. 
been truthfully observed; the Germans 
use their machine guns not merely 


as a weapon of opportunity, but as one | 


that creates its opportunities; and it 
is, perhaps, not overstating the case 


to say that while we hold our trenches | 


with infantry, the Germans hold theirs 
with guns and Maxims, so that while 
their ordinary daily wastage is less, 
comparatively, than ours they are able 
to transfer their infantry, without ex- 
cessive risk, and to reinforce threat- 
ened or weakened sections of their 
line. 

“We have of late greatly agument- 
ed the number of our machine guns 
with our troops, and are supplying 
better and lighter models; we are 
doing much at home and in the field 
itself to increase the mechanical and 
tactica] skill of cur machine gun- 
ners; and though we may not be able, 
and probably do not intead, to ‘n- 
crease the number of these weapons 
up to one per every forty men, we 
may remember that the machine gun 
is after all, a weapon rather of de- 
fence than of offence, and that from 
the time when the present siege war 
fare comes to an end, much of the 
war value of the machine gun will 
have fallen away from it.”

Locomotives Will Tow Ships 

No Jess than 40 special electric loco- 
motives are being built for the United 
States government to be used in tow- 
ing Ships through the Panama Canal 
locks. Kach machine weighs 82,500 
pounds, and has a tractive effort of 
47,500 pounds. This power is derived 


through two 75 horse power three- 
phase, 25 cycle, 220 volt, mill type 
motors, Obe Connected to each axie 
' through gearing. 


The locomotive {1s propelled by 
meaus of a rack rail while towing and 
while going up and down the steep 
grades from one lock level to another 
at a speed of two miles per hour, 
When running light on the return 
tracks, the speed is chang ‘d to five 
miles an hour, the rack pinion being 
entirely released, and the locomotive 
proceeding by ordinary traction meth- 
ous. 

There {s a vertical windlass and 
drum at the centre of the locomotive; 
this carries 800 feet of one inch steel 
hawser for towing Ordinarily four 
socomotives will be required to put a 
ship through @ lock; two on each side; 
the forward paiy pulling, and the 
astern pair guiding the ship With 
very large vessels it may L> necessary 
to employ six locomotives.—Power,

According to a-special report on Can- 
ada’s foreign-born population just issued 
from Ottawa, there are

than 
165,775 persons of enemy birth resident 
in the Dominion, There are 131,430 
, Austro-Hungarians settled in the various 
| provinces of Canada, The German born 
fink: bitants number while the 
Turkish and Syrian settlers total 4,768. 

There are not quite so many subjects 
of Great Britain's living in 
Canada as there are persons of alien 
enemy extraction, We have 17,619 resi- 
jdents of Freneh birth, 34,739 Etalians 
and 89,984 Russians. 

Whether the Bulgarians are to be 
classed as alien enemies or allies the next 
few days will likely reveal. There are 
1666 Bulgars resident in the Dominion. 

About half the Austro-Hungarian and 
Germans have become naturalized Cana 
dians. The figures are 60,949 and £3,- 
283 respectively. We have 1889 natur- 
alized immigrants of Turkish birth. 

While these figures show that we have 
a considerable population ofalien origin, 
the ratio they bear to the totaleitizenship 
of the Dominion is the merest fraction of
